The coaches have been 
given just one week to fill

pers, Atti Abonyi, Eddie 
Thomson, and John Mar- 
garitis 

If everyone cooperates — 
as seems probable — the 
Australian Soccer Federa- 


tion will have in its posses~ 
sion detailed dossiers of im- 
cope 

About the only thing 
missing is what sort of mar- 
malade the players like for 
breakfast bur maybe 
Arok will get round to 
asking that as well in due 
course!

EDITORIAL 


ONE of the taunts continually thrown at 
Australian Soccer is that this country is 
a haven for washed-up former British 
professionals. 

In the past, it has been difficult to 
argue about that. In the bad old days, 
when players could be brought here 
willy-nilly, there were more foreigners 
than Australians in Australia’s national 
team. 

Even as late as last year when the 
Socceroos played England in three 
matches here, several English football 
writers were critical of the make-up of 
the Australian squad. 

They mentioned the backgrounds of 
Socceroos like Joe Watson, Phil O’Con- 
nor, David Ratcliffe and Jimmy Cant and 
refused to accept these players as 
genuine Australians. 

In the quest for the World Cup in 1966, 
1970 and 1974, many foreign players 
wore the green and gold and, even 
though they were probably worthy of 
selection, these players were never fully 
accepted by the Australian public — or 
even by their own Socceroo team-mates. 

Perhaps these thoughts were at the 
back of Frank Arok’s mind when he 
selected the New South Wales squad to 
play Queensland in Brisbane on April 29. 

Whether by accident or design, Arok 
came heavily down on the side of local 
talent. No fewer than 14 of his 18 players 
would be classed as fair dinkum Aussies. 
The only outsiders, and we use that word 
without animosity, are Robertson, Ratc- 
liffe, Watson and Phil O'Connor. 

Ratcliffe has hardly put a foot wrong 
since first playing for Australia and 
didn’t Watson and O'Connor win the 
Merlion Cup in Singapore — with help 
from John Kosmina? 

No matter how the Merlion success 
may be down-graded now by some fool- 
ish folk, it would have been a cruel blow 
to Ratcliffe, Watson and Phil O’Connor 
had their Singapore efforts been re- 
warded by omission from the new NSW 
squad. 

The important thing though, about 
Arok’'s State squad is that it is overwhel- 
mingly populated by local products, 
most of them young players who have 
emerged through the junior ranks. 

I most satisfying to see players like 
Da Skeen, Paul Carter, Tony Dakos, 
lan Gray, Robbie Slater and Tom McCul- 
loch breaking through after performing 
so well in Youth football. 

lf Arok is leaning heavily on local 
youngsters in his State selection, will he 


Presumably much will depend on how 
the NSW team plays against the Queens- 
landers, 

As a principle, however, ASW has al- 
ways believed it is better to give a local 
preference over an import, assuming 
ability is equal. 

One of these days, Australia will field 
an international team made up entirely 
of local products. 

That day may not be too far ahead if 
the NSW squad to meet Queensland is a 
fair indication of the trend.

FAILURE to persuade any of the nati 
onal commercial TV networks to take 
on Soccer has landed the game in a 
corner, and turned back the clock. 


This, plus the encourage- 
ment of an “‘ethnic”’ image, 
has again given Soccer the 
“foreign round-ball game” 
ng.

1 CANNOT let Mrs Di- 
vani's letter (ASW 13/3/84) 
go withour setting the re 
cord straight. 

Firstly, it is not a require- 
ment of “some clubs" that 
players selected for State 
teams should return to the 
club/association from 
which they were selected, 

It is a requirement of 
both the NSW Soccer Fed- 
eration and the NSW 
Amateur Soccer Federation, 
and applies to players senior 
as well as junior, profes 
sional as well as amateur, 
and is designed to protect 
the interest of the clubs/ 
associations, most of whom 
spend from $10,000 to 
$15,000 a year on their rep- 
resentative teams. 

Secondly, the signing of 
the undertaking by the pa- 
rents of junior, amateur 
players is entirely volun- 
tary. If parents want their 
son to represent the State 
then they sign — if they 
don’t want their son to rep- 
resent then they don’t sign. 
A the State _ officials 
asking too much when they 
ask parents who have 
pledged their word to abide 
by it? 

Let me deal with the spe- 
cific case raised by your

SIMON SAYS ... 


‘GOALS’ 


One was Alf Quill, 
the greatest goalscor- 
ing machine in Austra- 
lian Soccer history. 
The other was Simon 
Brandt, 19, and still 
high on the thrill of 
making the goal sheet 
yet. 

Brandt was lare leaving 
the room after being de- 
layed by press men eager to 
know more about the 
young man who has fitted 
so neatly into the striking 
position vacated by former 
Australian under-21 player- 
of-the-year David Love. 

So Quill, who almost 
halfa century ago terrorised 
goalkeepers in a career that 
yielded more than 600 
goals, had chosen the rela- 
tive quiet of the near-empty 
room to impart a few 
words of advice to the latest 
graduate of one of the 
NSL’s better youth prog- 
rammes. 

“Work on your touch 
and control,” advised the 
quictly-spoken Quill. “Find 
a brick wall to work against 
to help improve that first 
rouch. 

“You have to be a chaser 
to play up front, so get out

The move worked a treat 
with the revitalised Brandt 
winning Neweastle’s 1982 
youth player award. 

The following season

team duty, Brandt got his 
NSL call-up and responded 
by scoring on his debut 

Interestingly, every local 
youngster Kaiser hus intro- 
duced to NSL midfield or 
striking roles in the past 
two years has scored on his 
debut.

NEW CLINIC FOR 
SPORTS INJURIES 


BY DON BALMAIN 


to cater for sports inju' 


was opened in Sydney recently 
s, assessments of athletes in their 


chosen field and after care of injuries. 


The clinic is situated in the picturesque 
setting on the Western side of the Narra~ 
been Sports and Recreation Centre, 

The recreation centre, itself is a huge 
complex, catering for a large number of 
sports inchiding Soccer, has a large live-in 
area complete with kitchen and is available 
for training camps and seminars. 

Although no public transport passes the 
door, the centre is readily accessible by road 
with’ parking available in the grounds. 

The clinic is built on a single level 
without any steps cither at the entrance or 
within the complex. 

This has been done deliberately so that 
accident victims in wheel chairs are able to 
pass freely into any section. 

The eastern side of thé building contains 
offices for the doctors and physiotherapists 
who will be in residence and a large room 
containing exercise couches which takes up 
one quarter of the building 

The western half of the building is taken 
up entirely with a large exercise room in 
which are various testing apparatus 
machines. 

‘The building is well ventilated and, 
according to lan Collier, one of the resident 
physios, will accommodate thirty people 
engaged in various activities at the one 
time. 

Both of the physiotherapists who will be 
‘on call at the clinic are very well known in 
:Manly-Warringah and north side of the 
harbour. - 


‘They are Ian Collier, a man who has had 
intensive work with women Soccer players 
and was the attendent physio to the team, 
which travelled to Noumea for the New 
Caledonian Cup last year. 

Greg Craig, himself a Soccer player, has 
an extensive practice and has built up a 
following from the Rugby codes in the 
area 

Two sports medicine doctors will be in 
attendance as well and eventually, the clinic 
will be open seven days a week from 7 am 
to 7 pm. 

All sports injuries will be treated at the 
centre with emphasis being on preventative 
treatment 

There will be four sections of treatment 
at the centre. 

The first will be advice on pre-training 
methods, the means of preventing injuries 
and the best ways that a coach can supervise 
his team to prevent damage to his players. 


‘The assessment of a player's capabilities 
and the stress factor in players is incorpo 
rated in the second phase. 

‘Treatment of the actual sports injury and 
the repairing of damage to players will be a 
big factor in the third stage. 

In the final section, the emphasis will be 
on the restoration of the player back to his 
or her physical fitness before the injury. 


At this stage, with more equipment 


being installed continually, it is hoped to 
have the unit fully operational in April.

Chris returned to play 
club Soccer after the repre- 
sentative side folded and 
tured out for Roselands 
and the Punchbowl clubs.
